The general method of making in- 
forrect returns, it is said, has been 
to expense items which are de- 
ducted from gross receipts to deter- 
mine net income.

Many are said 
to have added tens of thousands of 
dollars to their items of expense. 
Few, it is believed, succeeded in cov- 
ering up the real returns by this 
method.

000, it is estimated, will be carried 
over to the next fiscal year for col- 
lection, this representing 10 per 
cent. of this year’s assessment of 
$113,000.000. Should the entire as- 
sessment be collected this year, how- 
ever, the tax would yield $121,000,- 
000, as $8,000,000 collected last 
July—as carried over from the pre- 
ceding fiscal year—is not included 
in the $113,000,000 assessment. The 
estimated income of $110,000.000 is 
$25,000,000 more than was originally 
estimated. 

STATEMENT CONTINUES. 

The statement continues: 

“By direction of Secretary Mc-

been enforcing the income tax with 
all the vigor which the present force 


will permit, and as a result of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau’s activi- 
ties in investigating income-tax re- 
turns and pursuing every avenue of 
information $8,700,000 has already 
been paid into the treasury during 
the present fiscal year.”

IN WILSON’S CHARLOTTE SPEECH 


ARLOTTE (N. c.) May 20.— 
President n. speaking 
nere today at an anniversary 
celebration of the Mecklenburg Decla- 


ration of Independence, told his 
hearers that involved in the Eu- 
ropean war is the very thing that 
has been going on in America—a 
competition of national standards, 
national traditions and national poli- 
tics. 

“Europe,” said he, “has grappled 
in war as we have grappled in peace 
to see what is going to be done with 
these things when they come into 
hot contact with each other.

—E almost said final—process by 
which a contest of elements may, in 
God's process, be turned into a co~ 
ordination and co-operation of ele- 
ments.

These hot things that 
are in contact with each other do 
not make much progress against one 
another. When you cannot over- 
come you must take counsel.”

THE GERMAN OBJECTIVE. 


As in all the recent battling at 
Verdun. observers here are more or 
less at a loss to explain the German 
objective. They have too deep a 
respect for the ability of the Kaiser's 
staff to believe that the assault is 
being continued without hope of vic- 
tory, as has been declared in many 
quarters. Great as may have been 
the political motive in determining 
the assault, they believe that mili- 
tary reasons are predominant in con- 
tinuing it. 

To justify this position a compari- 
son of the situation at Verdun and 
Warsaw is cited. For nine months 
Von Hindenburg, despite the opinion 
of most military observers in Eu- 
rope, persisted in his attempt to 
close the ring about the Polish capi- 
tal. His problem, with bis distance 
from bases, was even more difficult 
than that faced by the Crown Prince. 
Yet he succeeded. And when a thing 
has been done once the Germans 
are the last people in the world to 
count the cost of repeating it if it is 
essential to their plan. Such, at 
least, is the explanation offered for 
Verdun.

AMUSEMENT QUESTION. 

The only big committee to be 
heard from now in the General Con- 
ference business session is that on 
amusements. This committee is ex- 
pected to report within the next few 


days. A. . Aseltine of Burlington, 
Vt, and J. E. Mead of Piattsburg 
are the Troy Conference represen- 


tatives on the committee. 

One of the paragraphs on amuse- 
ments which has been discussed is 
the following: 

“Improper amusements and ex- 
cessive indulgence in innocent 
amusements are serious barriers to 
the beginning of the religious life 
and fruitful causes of spiritual de- 
cline. Some amusements in com- 
mon use are positively demoralizing 
and furnish the first easy steps to 
the total loss of character. We 
therefore look with deep concern 
on the great increase of amuse- 
ments and on the general prevalence 
of harmful amusements and lift up 
a solemn note of warning and en- 
treaty porticularly against theater- 
going, dancing and such games of 
chance as are frequently associated 
with gambling, all of which have 
been found to be antagonistic to 
vital piety, promotive of worldliness 
and especially pernicious to youth. 
We affectionately admonish all our 
people to make their amusements 
the subject of careful thought and 
frequent prayer, to study the sub- 
ject of amusements in the light of 
their tendencies, and to be scru- 
pulously carefuly in this matter to 
wet no injurious example. We ad- 
jure them to remember that often 
the question for a Christian must 
be not whether a certain course of 
action is positively immoral, but 
whether it wil] dull the spiritual life 
and be an unwise example.” . 

It is this paragraph which will be 
the subject of debate before the 
business session of the General 
Conference, it is expected.

MUST BE ACCLIMATED. 


It is admitted by army medical 
Officers here that it would be un- 
wise to rush troops from northern 
States to the border or into Mexico 
during the summer season without 
first giving them a season of ac- 
climation, either at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton or some other locality in this 
latitude. It is stated that two or 
three weeks of camp life would be 
ample to place such troops in readi- 
ness for active field service. There 
seems to be a general misconcep- 
tion as to the healthfulness of the 
climate of the Rio Grande border 
and of Mexico. While the summer 
temperature all along the Rio 
Grande stays close around the 100 
mark for weeks at a time, it is a 


dry heat. The nights are always de- 
lightfully cool and pleasant. In 
point of healthfulness, the climate 
has no superior anywhere in the 
world, despite the uncomfortableness 
of the heat during the day. Malaria 
is practically unknown. About the 
only disease that is to be guarded 
against is smallpox, which is always 
more or leas epidemic among the 
Mexicans. Recently a number of 
cases of typhus fever have occurred 
at border points, the disease having 
been spread by refugees from in- 
terior cities of Mexico. P 

The great Central Plateau 0 
Mexico begins a short distancé south 
of where the Rio Grande marks its 
course. The plateau is broken on 
the west and east by mountain 
ranges. It is for the most part a 
compafatively level plain that runs 
south for 400 to 600 miles and has 
a breadth east and west of 300 to 
500 miles. The altitude of this arid 
region is from 3000 to 6000 feet. 
The climate is temperate and in- 
vigorating. Upon this plateau and 
nestling close to the mountains are 
the cities of Saltillo, Monterey, Tor- 
reon, San Luis Potosi, Aguas 
Calientes, Chihuahua and many 


smaller towns. Notwithstanding the 


general aridity of the region, abund- 
ant crops of wheat, corn, beans and 
cotton are ordinarily produced. Ir- 
rigation is extensively practiced in 
the valleys of the different streams. 
This is particularly true of the 
Laguna district, through which the 
Nazas River flows. Torreon is the 
commercial center of that rich 
region, which is widely noted for its 
cotton production. The entire 
plateau country is comparatively well 
watered with crystal streams that 
have their source in the mountains. 
During the rainy season that begins 
in June and lasts until the latter 
part of September, these streams are 
often at flood stage and some of 
them have been known to inflict 
heavy property losses along their 
courses, 


WOULD SEIZE RAILROADS. 

Of course, whetever plans Gen. 
Funston and others in high military 
authority may have for invading 
Mexico should intervention be or- 
dered, they are not for the public to 
know in advance of their being put 
into effect, but it is the expressed 
unofficial opinion here that the first 
move would be to take possession of 
all the railroads running south from 
border points. These would include 


the Southern Pacific of Mexico that 


runs south from Nogales to Tepic, 
following the west coast for a dis- 
tance of 800 miles; the branch line 
of the same road that runs along 
the border in Mexico from Naco to 
Nogales; the Nacozari Railroad that 
runs m Douglas, Ariz. to Na- 
cozarif the Mexico Northwestern 
that runs from Juarez to Chihua- 
hua; the Chihuahua division of the 
National Railways of Mexico, run- 
ning south from El Paso; the Mexi- 
can international division of the Na- 
tional Railways of Mexico, that runs 
from Eagle Pass, Tex., to Durango 
via Torreon; the Monterey division 
of the National Railways of Mexico 
that runs from Laredo, Tex., to 
Monterey, thence to the City of 
Mexico; the Matamoros division of 
the National Rajlways of Mexico 


that runs from Matamoros to 
Monterey. 

It is pointed out that with the 
proper engineering force and equip- 
ment available to make the neces- 
sary railroad repairs, a quick troop 
movement could be made over these 
respective lines and practically 
every large city in Mexico could be 
reached and garrisoned within three 
days after the start from the bor- 
der was made. Most of the rolling 
stock and motive equipment for such 
a movement would have to be pro- 
vided by railroads of the United 
States, as the Mexican lines could 
not be depended upon to meet the 
requirements in this respect. a 

NAVY TO CO-OPERATE. 

It is also anticipated that co-op- 
erating with the land invasion from 
the border points there would be a 
landing of troops at Tampico, Vera 
Cruz, Mazatlan, Manzanillo, Guay- 
mas, Salina Cruz, Coatzacoalcos and 
Progreso. 

It is stated here that the move- 
ment of troops into Mexico and their 
disposition when they reach that 
country depend largely upon fu- 
ture develapments. If any large or 
concerted armed opposition should 
arise to menace the American ex- 
peditionary forces now in that coun- 
try, there would naturally be a con- 
centration of reinforcements in the 
disturbed section on the part of the 
United States military authorities. 
In other words, the bulk of the 
American troops, should an inva- 
sion occur, will be kept in the lo- 
calities where trouble is most like- 
ly to occur. 

Gen. Funston, since his return 
here from El Paso, has been be- 
sieged daily by typical cowboys and 
ranchmen and border peace officers, 
who want to be employed as scouts 
and guides for service in Mexico. 
Most of these men know Mexico 
and the Mexican people like an open 
book. Lon Hill of Harlingen, Tex., 
the Choctaw Indian, who is known 
all over the Southwest for his gun- 
fighting ability and bravery, came 
here a few days ago and wanted to 
be enrolled for active service as a 
scout. It is said of Hill that every 
Mexican “looks alike to him” when 
he goes on a man-hunting expedi- 
tion. At least, he made that repu- 
tation during the bandit troubles in 
the lower Rio Grande Valley several 
months ago. Bill has been a ter- 
ror to evil-doers upon the border for 
many years. He made a fortune in 
land speculation.

} voted favorably and eleven members 
voted “present.” Republican lead- 
ers, who during several days of de- 
bate made more than a hundred fu- 
tile efforts to amend the measure 
and who delayed a vote yesterday 
by a filibuster, offered no further 
resistance today, permitting a vote 
as soon as the House convened. 

Vessels purchased under the bill 
and not resold, leased or chartered 
to private interests, would be oper- 
ated by a shipping board until five 
years after the close of the Euro- 
pean war. At the end of that time 
the board would have to dispose of 
whatever ships it might have on 
hand. The board itself would con- 
tinue in existence and discharge its 
duties of preventing discrimination 
against shippers, maintaining fair

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, May 
20.—The strike of Austrian fisher- 
men contintes and the only fish re- 
ceived today was about two tons of 
halibut brought in by Italian boats. 
The Austrians have been fishing for 
barracuda and when the supply 
glutted the market and the price 
dropped to half a cent they went 
on a strike. 


Tonight the fishermen and the 
wholesale dealers held another con- 
ference as a result of which it is ex- 
pected that an agreement will be 
reached and the fishermen return to 
work next week. The dealers have 
So far been unable to find out what 
the fishermen want. Several vague 
and impossible propositions have 
been submitted by union leaders. 

A strike of fishermen is no new 
thing at the harbor. When the price 
of fish goes down so that they can- 
not afford to sell they go on a strike 
and refuse to out. It generally 
‘happens that the law of supply and 
lemand ends the strike. After a 
‘ew days of famine and the price 
soes up the fishermen all return to 
work and “bust the union.” 

Dealers say there never would be 
any trouble if all the fishermen 
would regulate their fishing when 
the supply is plentiful, but when 
there are fish to catch they will not 
take the advice of the dealers and 
bring in such catches that the mar- 
ket is seon glutted.

Specifications for the separation of 


grades on the streets mentioned 
relative to railroad tracks, are as 
follows: 

First——-All grade crossings other 
than those of industrial spurs must 
be removed. 

Second—No industrial track per- 
mits should hereafter be granted 
for the use of the streets at grade 
longitudinally. 

Third—All tracks now longitud. 
inally within any street, to be con- 
fined to use for industrial purposes 
only, and finally removed as soon as 
access to the industries served can 
be obtained otherwise. 

Fourth—That eventually all spur 
tracks shall herringbone out east and 
west from leads along the river 


bank and these leads and all 


susceptible to but one interpreta- 
tion, viz; that 
grade crossings, for other than in- 
dustrial deliveries and the main- 
tenance of the minimum number of 
such grade crossings, with joint use 
of trackage, means a union terminal 
for Los Angeles, both passenger and 
freight, and it is only on this basis 
that the congestion and danger of 
railroad crossings can be avoided 
and minimized, and the best inter- 
ests of the city at large and the rail- 
roads themselves can be conserved. 

The considerations bearing on the 
city’s use of the streets, as affect- 
ing the design for the separation of 
grades are, first, the greatest use 
to the public; second, the lowest 
grade per cent. possible with a max- 
imum grade not to exceed 4 per 
cent; third, the least obstruction to 
possible river floods, thereby avoid- 
ing possible damage to other parts 
of the city, by reason of acting as 
a dam, or other obstruction to the 
river, assuming 50,000 second feet 
as extreme flood conditions; fourth, 
the least damage to adjacent pro- 
perty. 

The considerations governing the 
readjustment of road grades and 
alignment are, first, new grades for 
railroad tracks shall not be such as 
to seriously interfere with the proper 
operation of the railroad: second. 
grades as now established for yard 
purposes shall not be reversed un- 
less the vard can be re-designed:

OTHER CITIES WORK TO 


CUT OUT FATAL POINTS. 


NITIES outside Los Angeles are 
moving to eliminate grade 
crossings as far as possible, 

Pasadena, where there have been a 
number of fatalities of late years, 
has had much cofrespondence with 
railroads on the subject of protec- 
tion, and now Riverside has started 
a movement to do away with all 
grade crossings, or, if that cannot be 
done, to eliminate as many as pos- 
sible and fully to safeguard all the 
others, This is a result of the acci- 
dent at a crossing the other day 
when three persons were killed when 
the automobile in which they were 
driving crashed into a train. 

The place where the fatalities oc- 
curred was where Iowa avenue 
crosses over the Salt Lake tracks 
on the level. This crossing is spoken 
of as one of „ most dangerous in 
the State, as bad as the one at Irvine 
in Orange caunty, where three Los 
Angeles children, riding in the Ruess 
automobile, were killed by a Santa 
Fe train recently, 


lost its pulling power. 


A view of the 


track in both directions is obscured 
by orange trees and on both sides 
of the track there are slight em- 
bankments. 

These are not the only outside 
cities in which fatal accidents have 
happened of late. South Pasadena, 
Alhambra, Santa Ana and other 
Southern California towns all have 
reported recent accidents at grade 
crossings in which, in the aggregate, 
more than a dozen persons were 
killed. 

Some of these were shown to be 
due to the carelessness of drivers of 
automobiles, and the State Highway 
Commission has come to the con- 
clusion that the “safety-first’’ cam- 
paign instituted by the railroads has

ting as careless as it was before. 

“In spite of any action that may 
be taken to make grade crossings 
safer, there will still be many grade 
crossing accidents caused by care- 
lessness, for the present means of 
protecting grade crossings are en-

I. H. Polk, father 
of Hilliard, made application for the 
appointment, for it is the resolve of 
the son to enter the service in which 
so many of his family have dis- 
tinguished themselves. 

The military record of the Polk 
family is brilliant. Both Thomas 
Polk and his son, William were offi- 
cers in the Revolutionary army. The 
former was a brother of Ezekial 
Polk, grandfather of President 
James K. Polk. Another member of 
the family, Leonidas Polk, was 3 
major-general in the Confederate 
army and bishop in the Episcopal 


church. He was killed at Pine 
Mountain by a cannon ball.

RARE PLANT BLOOMS. 


plant in the tropical garden of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. L. Viereck, No. 317

The 
pineapple guava is native to South 
America and the Hawaiian Islands

It is served 
either raw or cooked. 

The leaves of the pineapple guava 
are similar in form and appearance 
to those of the olive, but are larger.

RADE CROSSING DANGERS. 

An impressive array of facts regarding 
the grade crossing menace is published in 
Part II of The Times today. It should bring 
home to every person in Southern Califor- 
nia the immediate need of measures to 
stop the appalling waste of human life. 

This. is not a problem that can be put 


off from year to year. It is urgent. Some- 


thing must be done quickly. Now is the 
appointed time! 

In an official report the State Railroad 
Commission says that grade crossing condi- 
tions in California are worse than in any 
other State in the Union. It also intimates 
that in Southern California these conditions 
are more dangerous than in the north. That 
is tantamount to saying that this section of 
the country is shown to be the most back- 
ward in the United States in this respect. 
To a section which is accustomed to hear- 
ing itself described as the most advanced 
in the country it is startling and unpleasant 
to be called the slackest. 

It rests, however, with our own people 
to change this state of affairs. Los Angeles 
is awakening to the necessity. The City 
Council has formally requested the co- 
operation of the State Railroad Commission, 
and has asked for an early hearing on the 
subject, thus leading the State in the cam- 
paign for safety. . 

The Railroad Commission will grant such 
a hearing, for it has undertaken an investi- 
gation of grade crossings with a view to 
making them safer. The commission recog- 
nizes that the eventual solution to the prob- 
lam lies in grade separations. Inquiries 
made by its engineers show that to separate 
all the grades in California would cost 


$300,000,000. Interest on this sum at 6 per | 


cent. would amount to $18,000,000 per an- 


num, or an annual per capita tax on the 


people of the State of $6. Plainly, there- 
fore, as the commission says, complete 
Despite the cost, the elimination of all 
grade crossings must be borne in mind as 
the ultimate goal. In the meantime there 
should be special efforts to do away with 
the most dangerous crossings immediately, 
and guard all the others. 

In Los Angeles it has developed that there 
is a way to do this thing which will result 
in conferring a double benefit upon the peo- 
ple., Within the city are some of the worst 
death traps in the country. A board of 
engineers has drawn up a report showing 
how, by the construction of a union termi- 
nal, and by depressing streets and raising 
tracks, or vice versa, at certain places, the 
greatest dangers from which the city suf- 
fers will be removed. This report will be 
presented to the State Railroad Commission. 
The fact that the matter has been taken 
to this board is welcomed by the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, which long has 
been working for a union depot. The com- 
mission has plenary powers to order rail- 
roads to enter into a joint arrangement for 
the occupation of one station. Thé city 
could only make suggestions to the com- 
panies, 

Is should be remembered, however, in 
discussing the grade crossings, as apart 
from the union terminal, that the railroads 
are no more to blame for the frequent acci- 
dents than is the public. There are faults 
on both sides. The public and the carriers 
must unite to mitigate the evils of the grade 
crossing. 


WO PLANS FOR PEACE. | 
Two methods are suggested for estab- 
lishing peace in Europe. One is to return 
to the status quo ante bellum, and the other 
is to create a nation of nations with a world 
Congress, a world court, and a world army 
and navy. 

The former would be as impossible as 
it would be to restore the altitude of Mt. 
McKinley if it should be leveled by the 
throes of a mighty earthquake, and the 
latter, although not impossible, would be 
exceedingly difficult of accomplishment. 

How could the conditions existing in 1914 
possibly be reinstated? Is it conceivable 
that the Boers would consent to the restora- 
tion to the rule of the Kaiser of what was 
known befere the war as German Southwest 
Africa? Would Great Britain make an at- 
tempt to coerce them to do so? 

Would Russia agree to allow a German 
sphere of influence to be established in 


Asia Minor, or suffer Mahometan rule to be |. 


strengthened in Turkey? Could the status 
in quo ante bellum be restored in the Balkan 
nations or in Asiatic Turkey? 

Could the Teutonic powers rebuild in Bel- 
gium the cathedrals they burned, the master- 
pieces of art they destroyed and the cities 
they ravaged? 2 

The national treasuries might, by many 
years of private and public economy of ex- 
penditures, be refilled, but no restofation 
of former conditions could put life again 
into the millions of eyes closed in death on 
the battlefields, or bring solace to the mil- 
lions of households deprived of husbands 
and fathers. 

A return to the conditions of 1914 is an 
iridescent dream wholly impossible of 
realization. 

International peace by the creation of a 
federation of nations would be only possible 
by the great nations conceding equal repre- 
sentation and an equal power in lawmak- 
ing to the small nations. Congressman 


Bartholdt recently introduced a bill provid- 


ing for the creation of an international 
tribunal, framed on what is known as the 


Sells plan. This plan would be objection-. 


able to the Scandinavian nations, to the 


Balkan nations, to Greece and to Switzer- 


land, in that it proposes to base representa- 
tion in the international Congress upon 
population without providing for an Upper 
House or Senate, in which every nation, 
great or small, would have equal represen- 
tation. 

The creation of the United States of 
America was possible because Delaware 
was equal to Virginia, and Connecticut was 
equa! to New York in the upper branch of 
the Federal Legislature, and the fact that 
the Senators from Nevada have as potent 
a voice in the making of Federal laws as 


the Senators from Illinols or California is 


no longer the subject of complaint, or hard- 
ly of criticism. 

But in a federation of European or_of 
world nations, would Great Britain consent 
to the equality with herself of Switzerland? 
or Russia to that of Greece? or Germany 
to that of Montenegro?

law, a peace pact would be apt to “die a 
bornin’.”

The Sells plan for international peace 
further proposes that all the navies in the 
world shall be transferred to the world 
tribunal, all navy yards shall be discon- 
tinued, all fortifications dismantied and 
razed, all armies reduced to a basis of in- 
ternal necessities not to exceed 1-20 of 1 
per cent. of the nation’s population for 
standing armies—which would give Great 
Britain about 10,000 soldiers—with corre- 
sponding reductions in military equipments 
and in plants for their manufacture. 

A further precept of the Sells plan pro- 
vides that an armament commission, ap- 


pointed by the peace tribunal, shall be em- 


powered to dispose of the unnecessary ships, 
equipment and heavy ordnance, and order 
the proceeds pald over to the treasurer to 
be added to the surplus of the tribunal. 

Who would buy the dreadnaughts and the 
cruisers and the submarines? If purchased 
by a member of the confederation of nations 
the purchaser would be obliged to transfer 
them immediately to the seller. If pur- 
chased by a non-member the armament com- 
mission would be emulating the example 
of President Wilson in allowing war supplies 
to be sold to Mexican factions.

WHY REJECTED? 


If the Bohrd of Public Works and

that time; that recently a copy was 
secured by Mr. John Topham, one 
of the members of the City Council. 

We brought Mr. Milner before us, 
examined him fully and fairly, and 
he disclaimed any intention to ac- 
cuse the Civil Service Commission 
of unfairness, denied that he knew 
of any determination on the part of 
such commission to act either un- 
lawfully or unfairly in the matter; 
stated that his disqualification came 
about from the fact that he was 
more than 45 years of age, such be- 
ing the age limit imposed by the 


by order of the City Council, made, 
in reality, because of a recommen- 


‘dation of the Public Works Commit- 


tee of the Council, consisting of Mr. 
Topham, Mr. Brain and Mr. Wright. 
One is that the éontract was not in 
proper legal form. This may or 
may not be true, in view of the fact 
the City Attorney never has been 
called upon to pass judgment in the 
matter. Another was that the city 
desired new equipment and not the 
use of old machines. The contract 
for horse-drawn apparatus did not 
require any new equipment. An- 
other reason given was that the 
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Civil Service Commission, with 
which he had no quarrel, and, gen- 
erally, Mr. Milner declined to avow 
a purpose to charge anybody with 
unfairness, favoritism, unlawful con- 
duct or even anything warranting 
criticism. In view of all these 
matters we cannot find anything 
worthy of attention in the affair, 
and, in the expressive language of 
the street, we suggest to Your Honor 
that there is nothing to it.” 
CHARGES OF CROOKEDNESS. 
We now proceed to the considera- 
tion of the contract entered into be- 
tween the city of Los Angeles and 
the partnership of Tryon and Brain, 
which contract provides, among 
other things, for the sprinkling of 
city streets by motor-operated ap- 
paratus, for a period of four years, 
at a certain rate of compensation. 
It is in testimony before us that 
for some time it had been in the 
mind of the Board of Public Works 
ana the City Council to substitute 
motor-driven sprinklers for horse- 
drawn apparatus. Yet the old con- 
tract was permitted to die by limi- 
tation, without any investigation or 
calculation upon which there might 
scientifically be founded either a re- 
newal of the previous contract of 
the substitution of a better one. 
Moreover, there was in contempla- 
tion a radical change in the entire 
system, namely, from animal to me- 
chanical power, either in whole or 
in part. A diligent care for the city’s 
coucerns required that those hav- 
ing charge of the matter should have 
prepared themselves a reasonable 
time beforehand, for the situation 
presented when the sprinkling con- 
tract ceased to be operative. 
This criticism applies to the City 
Council, the Board of Public Works 


specifications were not sufficiently 
definite. It may be observed that 
the final specifications were not in 
any essential particular—except the 
one hereafter to be treated—differ- 
ent from the specifications upon 
which the rejected bids were made. 

Thereafter, three sets of speci- 
fications were successively prepared 
by the City Engineer's office, under 
the direction of the City Council, 
and particularly of the Public Works 
Committee of that body. 

The history of these specifications 
is of interest to the people of Los 
Angeles. At the request of a mem- 
ber of the City Council (the chair- 
man of the Public Works Commit- 
tee,) a dealer in automobiles di- 
rected his salesman, Mr. Bradish, to 
prepare and give to this Council- 
man a set of specifications. He did 
this by the simple process of taking 
the advertising matter of the truck 
he had for sale, going to the office 
of the contracting firm, which final- 
lv was successful in obtaining the 
contract, and writing oft sundry 
copies of this advertisement on the 
typewriter of this concern. : 

There may be no harm to come 
to the city from this somewhat 
unique method of preparation of 
specifications. We venture to sug- 
gest, however, that it is a system not 
to be adopted frequently. If deal- 
ers are to draw specifications, there 
should be no monopoly in such a 
thing. 

The preparation of the specifica- 
tions was entrusted to a deputy City 
Engineer, whose entire knowledge 
of machinery—especially about au- 
tomobiles—consists of the reading of 
various advertising pamphlets, one 
book on the subject, and the opera- 
tion and reparation of a Ford. 


THE “FUGITIVE SHEET.” 
But this engineer was not left un- 


and the Efficiency Commission, alike, 


cerned. To the City Council and 
the Board of Public Works belongs 
this matter, and the Efficiency Com- 
mission rarely has waited for a re- 
quest to investigate such things. 

In December of 1915, the Board 
of Public Works advertised for bids 
to be made upon certain specifica- 
tions, which specifications called for 
the sprinkling of streets by some 


tor-driven machines, in a certain al- 
ternative fashion, but they were in- 
definite and lightly drawn, un- 
scientific and careless to the last 
degree. Almost any automobile cap- 
able of hauling a good-sized tank 
of water would have answered the 
specifications. 

. Notwithstanding the uncertain and 
unbusinesslike character of the

LACK OF DATA. 

At this point we desire to call 
your attention to a remarkable situ- 
ation.

SEEKING RECRUITS. 


WANTS FULL STRENGTH FOR 
THE CRUISE TO ALASKA. 


Opportunity is Given to Enter 
for Specialized Work, as There 
are Three Divisions, Aviation, 
Marine and Engineering Trip to 
Northland to be Made in August. 


Starting tomorrow, the Naval Mi- 
litia of California in this city will 
be recruited up to the 500 mark 
in preparation for the two weeks’ 
cruise to Alaska August 7 to 21. As 
the time limit for enlistments for 
the cruise expires June 1, there will 
probably be a rush of recruits. The 
present strength of the militia is 
300, consisting of three divisions and 
three sections. | | 

The sections are the aviation, ma- 


n- rine and engineering and in addition 


a 120-piece band. With the three 
divisions divided into sections it is 
now possible for the amateur sailor 
to specialize in any particular 
branch. 

The recruits will be paid by the 
government at the rate of pay given 
the regular sailors in the class they 
belong, and in addition $1 a day will 
be paid each member by the State. 

Those desiring to take the trip to 
the north should enlist at once. En- 
listment applications may be made 
from Monday to Saturday at room 
210, Mortgage Guarantee Building, 
No. 626 South Spring street. The 
offices will be open from 11:30 till 
1:30. and from 6 to 9% o'clock in the 
evening. The applicants will have 
to pass the same physical examina- 
tion as regular sailors and comply 
with the same age regulations. Boys 
over 16, however, will be admitted 
on consent of their parents. 

The Naval Militia will be given 
practical training on board the tor- 
pedo destroyer_Farragut at San Pe- 
dro, and at the armery, and for twa 
weeks in August on the battleship 
Oregon. This practice will include 
seamanship, handling the big twelve- 
inch guns, marksmanship and rou- 
tine work. Weekly land drills, work 
on the rifle range and oral instruc- 
tion will supplement work on the 
ships. 

The government is lending every 
inducement to landsmén to take this 
practical course in seamanship and 
as it is of immense practical bene- 
fit to the membership of the militia, 
the recruiting will undoubtedly be 
completed within the week.

WORLD’S STAGE HIS HOBBY. 


OME men are so lateral-minded 
that they are not in the least 
interesting outside of the single 


} Satisfaction in the 


line of their own specialization. 
Take William Jennings Bryan, for 
instance—provided you don’t take 
him too long—and you have; in a 
familiar character, a picturesque il- 
dustration of this point. Mr. Bryan 
began to specialize in politics when 


very young, and has been very little 
interested and not at all interesting 
in anything else. 

On the other hand, take a man 
like Mare Kiaw, senior member of 
the firm of Klaw & Erlanger, the 
great New York theatrical producers, 
and you have a luminuous intelli- 
gence that lights what e’er it falls on, 
and is like Browning’s “ 
Duchess,” who liked what e’er she 
looked on, and her looks went every- 
where. 

There is, of course, a tremendous 
personality that 
touches life at many points and does 
so to some effect. Imagine living 
very closely to Mr. Bryan, with his 
prejudices in politics, grape juice 
and church affiliations, and unless 
you happen yourself to be for “peace 
at any price,” an abjurer of wine 
and a Sunday-school fan of his 
Particular denomination, the pros- 
pect of a long association of this 
nature would be appalling. 

You might, however, fnd yourself 
stranded for six mon upon an 
island inhabited entirely by Marc 
Klaw and conversationally never 
have a dull moment in that period, 
even though the subject of the stage 
were never mentioned between you.

One might inquire with reason,

CROCKER LAND IS LOST. 


Only a Mirage of the Sea ce. 

[Donald MacMillan, in Harpers 
Magazine: ] Eagerly we now ture 
to an examination of the Polar Sea. 
At this spot Peary stood in June, 
1900, and from this very spot he 
saw what resemdled land. The day 
was exceptionally clear, not a cloud 
nor a trace of mist; if land could 
ever be seen, it could be now. Yes, 
there it was! It could even be seen 
without a glass, extending from 
southwest true to north-northeast. 
Our powerful glasses, however, 
‘brought out more clearly the dark 
background in contrast with the 
white, the whole resembling * 
valleys and snow-capped peaks to 
such a degree that, had we not been 
out there for 150 miles we would 
have staked our lives upon it. Our 
judgment then as now is that this 
was a mirage or loom of the sea ice, 
That there is land west of Axel Hei- 
berg land, not northwest, as som 
scientists would have us believe, 
have no doubt. I would limit the 
eastern edge of this land to 126 
deg. west longitude, and the north 
ern edge to 82 deg. north latitude 
for the following reasons: Our nine- 
days’ travel out from Cape Thomas 
Hubbard was over ice which had not 
been subjected to great pressure, evi- 
dence that it was protected by some 
great body of land to the west 
against the tremendous fields of ice 
driven on by the Arctic current 
which has its inception north 
Bering Strait and Wrangel Lan 
across the pole, and down the east- 
ern shore of Greenland. At our 
farthest north, 82 deg., all was 
suddenly changed. The long, level 
fields ended in a sharp line going 
east and west; beyond this line there 
was the roughest kind of ice, which 
had evidently been pushed around 
the northern point of this unknows 
land over shoal ground extending to- 
ward the north. Therefore, I would 


limit the northern edge of thie land 


to 83 deg.

Im- 
pelled by his artistic curiosity, Mann- 
heim has not hesitated to paint any- 
thing that looked paintable to him, 
and the result is that his technique 
has become remarkably sure and flu- 
ent, besides being marked with a 
splendid vigor. 

Beginning his career as a figure; 
and portrait painter, and winning 
a firm reputation in this difficult 
branch of art expression, he soon] 
soucht new areas of conquest by in- 
vading the land and turning to the 
sea. Now his marines and land- 
scapes rank with his figures, claim-' 
ing with these the same respect for 
vividness of expression. The Sexi 
parture, tentative in the East, be- 
came decisive in California—as it 
does with so many painters, some of. 
whom leave the figure forever when) 
they see our mountains. 

It is interesting to note that the 
eatalogue of marine painters is stead- | 
ily growing longer in California. The 
wonderful pictorial possibilities of, 
the sea are announced by the Pacific 
Ocean, which seductively profferd 
everything the painter can possibly, 
tesire. Cuprien recently convinced 
me of this when he showed me, 
through the lattice work on his Ver- 
anda and the windows of his studio 
at Laguna Reach, “pictures” of the 
sea wherever I looked. The arrange 
ment was cunningly premeditated, of 
course, but a hundred  accidegtal 
glimpses of the- sea proved almost 
equally decisive. 

Mannheim has painted the Pacific 
Coast in many places, but six of the, 
seven marines in the present exhibi- 
tion are from Monterey. Each of 
the six are so alive with light and 
motion that we are assured the spot 
was exactly to the painter’s mind. 
“High Sea” shows us breaking blue 
surges among the sunlit rocks that 
have the vellow of tarnished gold | 
in light and that are dark with many 
colors in shadow. The flying spray 
holds opal colors. “Wild Coast“ 
gives us a solitary cypress standing 
on tawny rocks against a moving 
gray sky that yet holds a suggestion 
of pallid tight. “On the Seventeen- | 
Mile Drive” is a study of rocks and 
sea under a light of pink and 
lavender. “Weather-Beaten Cy- 
press gives us a well painted sun- 
light on rock and soil and gashed 


Clay. Again thé value of the cy- 
press, limned on gray, is demon- 
strated. In “Approaching Storm” 


there is portent in a sky that 
throws its gloom on the sea, even 
though there is a subtle play of rose 
color and gotd. In “Gray Day” we 
have a fine study of the sea, laven- 
der reflections from the overcast sky 
lying along the cold green of heav- 
ing waves. 

An effective and exceedingly sim- 
ple impression of nature is found in 
Mannheim's “Glimpse Through the 
Eucalyptus,” which affords a lovely | 
play of warm golden sunlight and 
cool tawny shadows.

Exhibition. 

A complimentary exhibition of 
paintings by C. P.\Townsley and 
sculptures by Maud Daggett was 
given this week at Old Throop Aca- 
demy by the board of directors of 
the Pasadena Music and Art Asso- 
claetion. Townsley showed thirty- 
one pictures, Miss Daggett seven 
sculptures, two of which were me- 
dallions. The erhibition, a graceful 
tribute to the talents of two of Pasa 
dena’s best-known artists, was well 
attended throughout = week, 

Like Mannheim, ownsley is a 
painter of much _ versatility. If 
proof were needed, the exhibitipn 
just closed provided it in full and 
overflowing measuree. It convinced 
us anew that he is a man completely 
wide awake to modern conditions in 
art—he would have to be that, of 
course, as he is director of the Stick- 
ney School of Art in Pasadena, be- 
sides heing conductor of the Car- 
mel Summer Schoo! of Art-—and that 
he tries to put his convictions into

The general impression of the 


two galleries in which his pictyres 
were housed was most attractiv 
certain singleness of purpose that 
made for strength and harmony.

of the pictures-—perhaps 
most of them—have been seen be- 
fore in various exhibitions held in 
Los Angeles and Pasadera, but we 
have cause to be grateful to the 
Pasadena Music and Art Association 
for “rounding them up” so neatly 
and successfully.

Music has advanced from its 
original purpose—an accom pani- 
ment to physical activity—to the in- 
tellectual study it now is. In its 
progress, of course, it loses some of 
its partisans, but appeals to the in- 
tellect rather than to the heels, as it 
once did. It is true that there Is 
still a tendency to motion when li- 
tening to music, and the inferior sort 
of music which America has pro- 
duced appeals almost exclusively to 
the heels; but better things are to 
follow. There was a boom for In- 
dian music in America not long ago 
and an effort to prove the songs of 
Indian tribes the folk-songs of 
America from which our music was 
to spring; it was not long; however, 
before it was obvious that, as we do 
not spring from the Indian, their 
music is foreign to us, and is no 
more our folk-lore than it is that of 
the European. 


Among primitive tribes music is 
always a recreation or diversion. It 
is only among civilized peoples that 
it is raised to the dignity of a study 
and an art. It is true that music 
was regarded as a study in India 
2000 years before Christ. It is im- 
possible to say now what music of 
India is original, however, as India 
has so many times been invaded and 
subjugated by foreign peoples. Na- 
tive Indian legends attribute the gift 
of music to the gods, and references 
to music are to be found in abund- 
ance in the old literature.’ It w

The British realize the magnitude of 
that folly when they discover that a 
single small district of Burma is 
capable of supplying more than half 
the world’s annual requirements of 
tungsten. When the war began, 
England had only very imperfectly 
developed the output in this area, 
and was “blindly handing over the 
entire quantity produced to German 
agents dwelling either on the spot or 
in London.” Tungsten is found in 
wolfram ore, and is used as an alloy 
of high-speed steel for machine 
tools. Tungsten steels, which possess 
self-hardening properties, are also 
used for heavy guns and armor plate. 
Deposits containing wolfram are 
found all down the coastal districts 
at the extremity of Southern Burma, 
but especially in the district of Ta- 
voy. The British have held this re- 
gion for nearly a hundred years, but 
only ten years ago the entire mineral 
exports of Tavoy consisted of one 


Chinese coolies. The first trial sam- 
ple of wolfram was shipped from 
this region so recently as 1908. By 
1914 Burma was producing 2326 
tons of tungsten ore out of a total 
world consumption of about 9000 
tons. It all went to Germany, for 
the Germans had quietly stepped in 
and acquired the whole output. 

On the outbreak of war the Tavoy 
industry almost collapsed, for the 
processes by which tungsten was ex- 
tracted from die ore existed in Ger- 
many but not in Great Britain. AI-

In speaking of his witty martyrs 
that play important roles in An- 
drocies, Mr. Shaw points out 
characteristically: “A Christian 
martyr was thrown to the lions, | 
not because he was a Christian, but 
because he was a crank: that is, 
an unusual sort of person. And 
multitudes of people, quite as mi- 
able and civilized as we, crowded | 
to see the lions eat him just as ther 
now crowd the lion-house in the 
Zoo at feeding time, not because 
they really care two-pence about 
Diana or Christ, or could have 
given you any intelligent or cor 
rect account of the things Diana 
and Christ stood against one an- 
other for, but simply because they 
wanted to see a curious and excit- | 
ing spectacle. 

“And if the government decided 
to throw persons of unpopular or 
eccentric views to the lions in the 
Albert Hall of the Earl's Court | 
stadium tomorrow, can you — 
that all the seats would be erum- 
med, mostly by people who could 
not give you the most superficial 
account of the views in question. 

“Much less unlikely things have 
happened. It is true that if such 
a revival does take place soon, the 
martyrs ‘ill not be members of 
heretical religious sects: they will 
be Peculiars, Anti-Vivisectionists, 
Flat-Earth men, scoffers at the lab- 
oratories, or infidels who refuse to 
kneel down when ‘a procession of 
doctors goes by. But the lions will 
hurt them just as much, and the 
spectators will enjoy themselves 
just as much, as the Roman lions 
and spectators used to.” 

is a satire on the 
English language as “she” is 
spoken; the essence ef Mr. Shaw’s 
maliciousness is in the frequent use 
of the word “bloody” as it appears 
throughout the play. 

The English are reputed to be a 
calm, self-possessed people; but the 
keen Irishman made every cultured 
Englishman and lady who witnessed 
“Pygmalion” squirm with a great 
squeamishness. The word “bloody” 
is taboo among the refined of Eng- 
land; they would sooner repeat 
Cambronne’s famous retort on the 
field of Waterloo than say the word; 
but the Satyr of the Literati made 
the cultured come and pay good 
money into his pocket while he in- 
sulted them. So revolting is the; 
word to refined English ears that 
magazines and papers reviewing the 
play did not dare mention “bloody,” 
but indicated it as our conservative 


magazines now indicate “damn;” 

thus “_——.” 
Pygmalion is a prof of pho- 

netics who picks a gu nipe of 


a flower girl from the streets and 
makes of her in three months one 
who speaks English with 
correctness. 

At the end of the play, Mr. Shaw 
repudiates the obvious deduction 
one makes from the last scene: 
that Ia, that Higgins will marry Liza. 
The author then with some detail 
writes a sequel in narrative form, 
showing how Liza marries Freddie. 
and something of their struggles.

But Mr. Shaw enjoys nothing 
more than trying to befuddle his 
readers on unimportant points. If 
one remembers that, the clever dra- 
matist loses much of his solicitously 
cherished enigmatical quality. 


“Overruled” is a farce on im- 
morality. It presents a potentially 
adulterous flirtation between two 
husbands and two wives; and when 
the illicit amourousness of all par- 
ties is revealed to one another, they 
discuss the situation freely with 
Shavian eccentricity of viewpoint. 

As pertains to the other plays, | 
the preface for this is the more im- 
portant. 

Mr. Shaw relates that the com- 
mon brand of adulterous farces bore 
him; that he is not interested in the 
ruses and explanations of the wife 
to avoid suspicion of guilt, or the 
cunning Hes of the husband to es- 
cape a divorce; that what he wants 
to know is how the implicated par- 
ties really feel about their guilt. 

“Tt is often assumed,” he writes, 
„indeed it is the official assumption 
of the churches and the divorce 
courts—-that a gentleman and a lady 
cannot be together alone innocently. 
And that is manifest blazing non- 
sense, though many women have 
been stoned to death in the east, 
and divorced in the west, on the 
strength of it. On the other hand, 
the innocent and conventional peo- 
ple who regard the gallant adven- 
tures as crimes of so horrible a na- 
ture that only the most depraved 
and desperate characters engage in 


them or would listen to advances

As was said, the story is idyllic. 
Babette’s quaint father, the old 
French jailer, and his quaint pris- 
pners are in truth of distinct charm. 
Raveau himself is a sort of polite 
Raffles in love, surprisingly adroit in 
crime and amazingly tender to his 
victims whether at baccarat or rob 
bery—the kind of rogue we'd all like 
to be, yet the kind that no man can 
be. Babette herself is a dear little 
girl whom Mr. Smith’s grace of de 
scription has favored strongly, and 
also the kind of a heroine that no 
girl can well be outside of a book 
written by a doting author. 


“Web of Steel.” 

Cyrus Townsend Brady, who is 
very nearly as prolific as a syndicate | 
or Robert W. Chambers, and who 
uses a rubber-stamp hero, pressing 
his heroic mannikin shape on the 
pages of every novel, whether of an- 
client Rome, the Napoleonic era, the 
Far or Middle West, has engaged the 
assistance of his son, Cyrus Town- 
send Brady, Jr., a civil engineer, in 
the writing of the “Web of Steel” 
(Fleming H. Revell.) 

There is nothing subtle or detalled 
about Mr. Brady’s novels. He deals 
in emotions, streaks his canvas with 
heavy lines, and though no iniquitous 
Villain has a part in “Web of Steel,” 
a blasting misfortune which ruins 
his career is the foil for the brilliant } 
and generous Meade. The largest 
bridge in the world, designed by 
Meade’s father, falls. Meade, to save 
his father’s reputation, assumes the 
blame. His career is ruined. 

But Helen Illingworth, daughter of 
the president of the construction 
company that is nearly bankrupted 
by the loss of the bridge, continues 
to love him; she loves him violently, 
almost hysterically, begs to be al- 
lowed to share his disgrace as his 
wife; and not being allowed by the 
honorable Meade to so dishonor her- 
self, continues to love him faithfully 
after he disappears. 

Meade, under another name, goes 
into the West and takes a humble 
job in reclamation work, where 
soon, because of his unconcealable 
efficiency and skill, he is promoted 
into position of trust and in an hour 
of extreme peril and danger distin- 
guishes himself conspicuously—just 
about the time Helen and her father 
arrive on the scene. | 

Papers and documents which show 
that Meade was not to blame for 
the defect in the ill-fated bridge are 
brought to light; the tarnish is 
wiped from his reputation and all’s 
well that ends well. 

Messrs. Brady have really told 
two stories—that is, a story and 
its sequel. They are built on heroic 
lines of the so-called virile“ type, 
and all the characters are manly and 
strong, the one woman is beautiful 
and faithful, a paragon of loyalty; 
thereby making The Web of Steel” 
an ideal novel for youthful people 
to read. 


THE MEANING OF LIFE? 

“The Meaning of Personal Life” 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons) is the 
rather suggestive title of the latest 
of nine volumes produced by New- 
man Smyth, among which are 
“Through Science to Faith,” being a 
reprint of his Lowell lectures, and 
“The Orthodox Theology of Today.” 

In the opening chapter of this vol- 
ume the author gives a lucid account 
of the latest conceptions of the con- 
stitution of matter—ether, electrons, 
atoms, molecules, etc., and then the- 
orizes on the possible beginnings of 
life, the impenetrable mystery of the 
primordial cell. Were the conditions | 
fortuitous that brought the three ele- 
ments—carbon, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen—into vital juxtaposition, or was 
there a purposeful plan in the de- 
velopment of these physical elements 
which fitted them to- become agen- 
cies in the wonderful processes 
characteristic of organic life. 

‘But after the elements in their mul- 
tiform complexities have become vi- 
talized, after they have been built 
into the cells and the latter have 
been associated in organic functions, 
how shall we then account fer dawn- 
ing consciousness? Can insensate 
matter, however aggregated, can it 
think, can it will, can it accomplish? 
Is there something other than mat- 
ter and force that co-ordinates the 
physical and vital forces of life and 
directs their latent energies? If 
so, whence did it come, and what is 
its destiny? These questions are 
neither asked nor answered by the 
author, but they constantly obtrude 
themselves upon the mental vision 
ot the reader, and he finds himself 
in a perpetual quandary from which 
he is never extricated. : 

Yet the style is clear, the facts 
are cited impartially from antago- 
nistic sources, and the reasoning fair 
and logical. While the volume pro- 
vokes thought and speculation, it is 
tantalizing, and the anticipated elucti- 
dation never arrives. Yet the author 
probably believes that he has solved

he surveys reviewing in all its 
many phases from the pinnacle of a 
mountainous experience,

help being brilliant and witty, 
though he must be so at the expense 
of the poor devils who do dull, value-

Scientist Finds Strange Old 
Instruments in the Sand. 
Bones Dug up by Workmen 
at Beach Yield Secret.

Skull Gives Evidence Teeth 
Were Pulled or Filled.

That the ancient inhabitants ot 
the Southern California coast and 
not the Japanese, as claimed, were 
the first dentists is the assertion of 
De Moss Bowers, an archaeologist 
living at Ashland avenue and Lake 
street, Santa Monica, who has dis- 
covered a set of primitive dental 
tools in the beach sand there. Fol- 
lowing the discovery of many bones 
of a skeleton in an excavation being 
made by workmen for Col. Thomas 
W. Prior in building the “Great 
American Racing Derby,” at the en- 
trance to the Fraser pier, Ocean 
Park, Mr. Bowers asked permission 
of Col. Prior and the local pollce to 
dig deeper in the sand and continue 
an investigation that has led him 
to dig up over 7000 skulls along 
Santa Monica and on the 
Santa Barbara Islands. Mr. Bow- 
ers's discovery of bone instruments 
which he declares were used by the 
natives not only in extracting teeth, 
but ‘also in filling them, bears out, 
he says, his contention that the in- 
habitants of this coast were the first

Mr. Bowers declares that at only 
one other place have dental tools of 
such an early period been found. 
The other find was at Babylon, but 
the tools were of metal. 

Less is known of the early peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast, according 
to Mr. Bowers, than of any of the 
ancients, largely because they kept 
ne records that were intelligible to 
later inhabitants. The only records 
made, he says, were crude rock 
drawings of such things as pine 
trees, scorpions, centipedes and the 
Uke. 
He says the place where the den- 
tal tools were found was the prob- 
able location of an Indian burial 
grounds. He says that on Hill 
street, between Trolleyway and the 
Ocean Front, Santa Monica, was 
once the center of an Indian village, 
while there was another at Center 
street, Venice, and another near 
Playa del Rey.

ONDON, May 20.— Three Ger- 

man seaplanes made a raid on 

the English coast last night, a 
British official announcement today 
states. One of the aircraft was 
brought down off the Belgian coast. 
The aeroplanes dropped thirty-seven 
bombs, killing one soldier and two 
civilians. The statement says: 


“A hostile air raid was carried out 


on the east coast of Kent last night 
by at least three seaplanes. The 
raiders made the English coast a 


few minutes past 2 o'clock this 
morning. One seaplane then turned 
north and dropped a dozen explo- 
sive bombs over the Isle of Thanet. 
Some windows were broken. Other- 
wise there were no casualties and no 
other damage. 

“Two other seaplanes turned 
south and dropped twenty-five ex- 
plosive bombs over Southern Kent. 
In one town a few bombs took ef- 


fect. One soldier was killed, one 
woman and one seaman were in- 
jured, one public house was wrecked 
and several houses damaged. The 
remaining bombs caused no casual- 
ties or damage. 

The raiders all made off as soon 
as their bombs were discharged. One 
of the raiding seaplanes was brought 
down by a naval patrol off the Bel- 
gian coast this morning.”

Sad Finale. 
DRUG'S VICTIM 
ENDS HIS LIFE. 


The final chapter of a pic- 
turesque life was peacefully closed 
yesterday afternoon by the identi- 
cal drug which had caused the nar- 
rative to change from one of fame 
and good deeds to melancholia, 
when Dr. William R. Lee, one-time 
famous physician of New York, and 
former missionary and pioneer sur- 
geon in Asia, committed suicide by 
injecting a huge quantity of mor- 
phine into his veins. This was 
done in a small, darkened room in 
the Niagara Hotel, No. 827% 
South Spring street. 

Estranged from his family and 
frignds, because the habit which he 
acquired twelve years ago ha 
ruined him financially and profes- 
sionally, the physician, who at one 
time had swayed the lives and 
mins of many, died alone and un- 
attended. 

When found by a chambermaid, 
he was barely alive. At the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, physicians and nurses 
worked for two hours endeavor- 
ing to resusciate the dying man, 
but to no avail.

MOTOR OVER CONTINENT. 


ARRYING the message of suf- ladies, who are being entertained by 


frage to all sections of the 

United States and some parts of 
Canada. Mrs. Alice Snitjer Burke 
and Miss Nell Richardson will roll 
into Los Angeles today in their small 
yellow automobile, “The Golden 
Fifer,” in which they have prac- 
tically lived since leaving New York, 
April 6. The two messengers are 
bringing official plans of the gigantic 
demonstrations to be staged at the 
Republican and Democratic conven- 
tions by 40,000 of their sisters in 
the cause. 

St. Louis ia to have a “Walk! 
Parade” and Chicago a national - 
rade, the detalls of which Mrs. 
Burke and Miss Richardson are dis- 
tributing to suffragists as they make 
the trip. Mrs. Burke and Miss Rich- 
ardson will be the first women to 
make the circuit around the United 
States in an automobile and theirs 
is the biggest suffrage automobile 
tour that has ever been planned. 

At every stop for the night the car 
becomes a rostrum for suffrage 
speeches. It is lighted up by four 
yellow moons of electricity swung at 
its feur corners and fed from the 
car’s storage batteries. It also car- 
ries suffrage banners and litera-

ture, besides suitable gowns for two 


many people en route. Not to be 
caught napping in emergencies, tools 
of all sorts find a home in the car, 
which Mrs. Burke prides herself on 
being able to repair “without get- 
ting herself dirty.“ Migs Nell Rich- 
ardson, who can cook with the neat- 
ness and dispatch Mrs. Burke shows 
in car repairing, is carrying a fire- 
less cooker on the running board so 
that there are never any long waits 
in connecting up with the commis- 
sary. A small hand-sewing machine 
and a tiny typewriter are also in- 
stalled, making the arrangements for 
the big tour complete. 

Mrs. Burke and Miss Richardson 
both have had wide suffrage expe- 
rience. During the New York State 
campaign last year they were ex- 
ceedingly active. Mrs. Burke made 
12,000 miles during the campaign in 
her first suffrage car “Victory, 1915,” 
Miss Richardson accompanying her 
part of the time as she toured the 
entire State for the cause. 

Their route took them south from 
New York along the Atlantic Sea- 
board by way of New Orleans and 
Galveston and along the Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona border into Call- 
fornia. They will go to San Fran- 
cisco, through Oregon and Washing- 
ton to Seattle, thence East through 
South Dakota, Iowa, Illinois and 
thence to New York.

LOS ANGELES, May 20.—[To the 


Editor of The Tirmes:} The confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
light and power companies and the 
Public Service Commission should 
result in an amicable agreement, 
whereby the city can use the dis- 
tributing systems that have given the 
best of service.

The gentlemen representing the 
city’s interest should not lose sight 
of the fact that successful corpora- 
tions are managed by men of abi 
ity that devote their whole time to 
their duties, whereas the city re- 
ceives from is public servants only 
such portions of their time as they 
can conveniently spare without det- 
riment to their private 

Our public servants are influences 
in many cases by fine-spun theories 
that have not been proven in prac- 
tical operation. I am an advocate 
of municipal ownership of all service 
required in the home, but do not 
favor municipal ownership in spots, 
inferior service, ruinous ney 
or the economic waste of distribut- 
ing systems that are giving the best 
of service, when by a spirit of fair 
play and horse sense the city can 
own those systems. 
| ‘There is another fact that should 
not be overlooked, and we are forc- 
ing them out of business when they 
have reached the summit of their 
prosperity, after the long up-hill 
struggle that all pioneer investors 
encounter in a new field. Corpora- 
tions have done more to make the 
Los Angeles that is a world wonder 
than any other factor—even our 
climate, natural beauty and fertile 
8011. 

When the city wants a portion 
of a lot the amount of damage 
is based on the appraised value when 
the lot is condemned, not what it 
cost the owner, with an additional 
sum for a bonus for being forced to 
sell.

Cars Delivered Last Year by 
Overland Makers than the Year 
Before—War Fails to Bother 


Some very interesting facts and 
figures have come out with the for- 
mal meeting of the stockholders of 
the Willys-Overland Company. The 
entire set of old officers was re- 
elected, but the most interesting part 
of the meeting came in the form

‘WRINKLES ON TIRES 


FEWER IN NUMBER. 


“Thanks to improved machinery 
and increased skill in constructing 
tires, wrinkles or kinks in the fabric 
which account for so many blowouts, 
have been minimized and nowadays 
this defect is seldom found in the 
better grade of “tires,” states L. 8. 
Rounsavelle, of the Norwalk Tire 
Company. 

“Probably the main cause of the 


Geatructive wrinkle is faulty work- 


manship, but poor machinery is also 
a contributing factor. Extreme 
care is necessary to get the fabric 


laid on perfectly even in order to 


eliminate the possibility of a kink. 
After the fabric has been applied, 
the rubber is laid on and the iron 
mold is then clamped on, after which 
& great pressure is exerted. This 
presses the rubber on and into the 
fabric firmly.

ARMY CAN GET 
MOTOR TRUCKS. 


_ [SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

‘WASHINGTON (D. C.) May 
6.—The War Department has 
made some inquiry as to the 
number of motor trucks of 
suitable characteristics avail- 
able in this country on short 
motice for use by the army. 
All the manufacturers in the 
country, about 200 in number, 
were approached, and 113 re- 
sponded. 

It was found that by throw- 
ing out motor trucks that are 
too light or too weak, and 
those that are too heavy or 
cumbersome, it would be pos- 
sible to obtain, according to 
representatives of the manu- 
facturers, something more 
than 3000 trucks a month of 
a type that will conform in all 
main essentials to army needs. 

It also will be possible to ob- 

tain 6000 additional trucks a 

month of a type that nearly 
conforms to departmental 
specifications and that could 
be used in an emergency. In 
other words, if the situation 
were pressing, there would be 

available an output of 9000 

trucks a month. 

The specifications, among 
other things, limit the weight 
to 5000 pounds, for the reason 
that heavier trucks are apt to 
cut through the crust of 
roads or break through 
country bridges and give much 
trouble generally over roads 
likely to be used.

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EN though he may to hide his 
efforts, the motor car engineer 
who is attempting to perfect a 
new car or a new mechanical fea- 
ture always will find someone who 
will discover it.

delivered to him recently by Al G. 
Faulkner, Marmon distributor for 
Southern California and Arizona, he 
said, “I class this new Marmon as 
the most remarkable engineering 
feat in automobile construction. It 
Was tested right here in my own 
country. One hill, namely, Gold Hill, 
was pulled in high gear.” 

He continued by telling how other 
cars had attempted the hill in the 
high and none had been able to 
make it, some even failing in the as- 
cent in low. 

Mr. Faulkner will deliver a car- 
load next week. George Sturges of 
Coronado will get his seven-passen- 
ger touring car. Art Shafer, the 
former shortstop of the New York

NO DANGER OF SHORTAGE 
SHOULD BENZOL BE USED. 


ENZOL, in the opinion of El- 
B wood Haynes, the man who 

built the first American gaso- 
oline-driven automobile, is the most 
probable substitute for gasoline. 

“If care were taken,” says Mr. 
Haynes, “to reclaim the benzol, 
which goes to waste each year in 
the dry distillation of coal for coke, 
this fuel could be placed on the 
market at a price that would make 
it as economical for the automo- 
bile owner as gasoline. In past years 
Germany has produced the major 
part of the world’s supply of benzol 
for use in her dye industries. In 
the United States, the residue con- 
taining benzol, which has accounted 
in good share for Teuton commercial 
prestige in past years, has 
mitted to go to waste. 

“The American production of ben- 
zol, during this year, will amount to 
22,000,000 gallons, most of which 
will be usea for the production of 
dyes, chemicals and explosives, By 
wider application of the methods in 
present use this production could 
easily be raised to 600,000,000 gal- 
lons yearly. 

“The reclamation of benzol from 
the coal that goes to waste through 
archaic mining methods, would swell 
these figures to even greater

amounts. If benzol comes into com- 
mon use, we have no shortage to 
fear. 

“Benzol contains the same ele- 
ments as gasoline, but the carbon 
and hydrogen are combined in equal 
parts. While the two liquids differ 
widely in their chemical actions, 
both are readily volatile into high- 
ly explosive gases, when properly 
mixed with alr. 

“The Entente countries, which are 
now cut off from the American sup- 
ply, are using benzol in their mili- 
tary motors without changing the 
design of either the motor or carbu- 
retor. The application of benzol as 
a motor fuel must receive a marked 
impetus in this country at the close 
of the European conflict, since the 
supply that is being consumed in 
the manufacture of explosives will 
be diverted to the motor fuel mar-

FISHING DOPE COMPILED

vantages Southern California 
has to offer the fisherman. In 
addition to the wonderful mountain 
streams stocked with trout, there is 
over 250 miles of all kinds of sea 
coast, where every manner of fish 
imaginable abound. 

Almost every foot of this vast 
stretch is accessible by motor car, 
and, with good roads connecting all 
the beaches, it is possible to drive 
from Santa Barbara over the Rin- 
con road, down through Ventura 
and Oxnard, over the Malibu road 


and speedways to Playa del Rey, 
from Hermosa and Redondo to San 
Pedro, and then to Balboa, stopping 
at all the points in between. 

From Laguna, over the cliffa to 
where the road meets the San Diego 
highway between San Juan Capis- 
trano, and then on to Pacific Beach, 
there is one continuous boulevard, 
and at any point the fisherman may 
stop his car and fish to his heart's 
content regardless of what kind of 
fishing he likes best. 

So many fish stories present them- 
selves that it is hard to secure 
definite information, and in order to 
secure for The Times readers re- 
liable and authentic data a party 
composed of Bob Paulsen of the B. 
H. Dyas Company, Ross Gue and C. 
F. Crank of the Pacific KisselKar 
Branch and W. A. Hughes, in a 6-42 
Kissel, forming the KisselKar-Dyas 
fishing tour, visited all the fishing 
places from Santa Barbara to as far 
south as Pacific Beach near San 
Diego, and they brought back re- 
ports which indicate that the com- 
ing. spason will be one of the best 
that Southern California has ever 
known. 

In speaking of the trip Paulsen 
gays: This year should be the ban- 
ner year in salt-water fishing. Good 
catches are made at all the points 
as far south as San Onofre. Below 
this point the great volumes of silt 
that were poured into the ocean 
from the flooded creeks has riled the 
surf and driven the fish into deeper 
water. 

Following are the results of the 
investigation trip by the Kissel-Dyas 
party. 

Malibu coast—From the surf 
above Topango Canyon exceptional- 
ly good catches of corbina have 
been obtained. 

Long Wharf, Port Los Angeles— 
Yeliowfin, herring and halibut are 
numerous here, 

Santa Monica, municipal 
Fishing conditions are good as usual 
here. Halibut, yellowfin, herring 
and croaker are abundant. 

Ocean Park-——-Fishing is not very 
favorable here, although there have 
been a number of good catches of 
halibut and yellowfin. 

Venice—Fishing here is reported 
very good. Perch, halibut, tomeod. 
smelt and rock bass have been 
caught.

I have had 
lots of medici recommended to me, Dut 
I am afraid of them, for I have known 
persons who ruined their health by trying 
things they didn’t know anything about. 
and I'd rather be fat than sick. But must I 
be either one or the other? I have heerd 
that there are diet biscuits and things of 
that sort which will keep up the strength 
and take down the flesh, and I turn to you 


to see if you or some of the dear Corner- 


ites won't help me to get myself down to 
a decent sise. I have seen advice about 
it in other papers in which I haven't as 
much confidence as I have in the Corner. 
but never a word from you. Please come 
to my help. F. B. H.“

nesh by diet and exercise, and thet with. 
out many privations. At the same time 
the course requires a good deal of self 
command and willingness to do without 
many of the Gainties dear to the palates 
of most of us. I think there are numbers 
of women Who agree with that corpuient 
eister who declared: I am crazy to get 
rid of my flesh, and I will do anything in 


the world to lose it—except diet!“ 


Let me say in the fret place that there ts 
no quick and safe method that has ever 
come my way of losing flesh. Those nos- 
trums thet take it off rapidly are almost 


always injurious, and it is well to count | 


the cost before beginning to diet, and de- 
cide if you are provided with persever- 
ance and patience, as weill as with seif- 
denial. Probably for a good while you 
will see little change in your size and 
weight, and it is fatally easy to get dis- 
couraged and go back to the former pleae- 


ant ways of food. 


Another point to be considered is that it 
is not always becoming to lose adipose 
tissue. The skin has become distended 
and etretched, and when the fat goes 
away the covering hangs slack and flabby. 


Far better it is to check the advance of 


obesity in the first place by care of the 
food and drink than to get it off when it 
has once become established. 

Still, while this counsel may perhaps 


be of service to those who are on the alert 
to watch the approach of fat it does not 


assist those who have already fallen vic- 


tims to tow much flesh, like the corre- 
spondent whose letter cries for aid. For 
her benefit and those of others I am 
willing to give advice as to the kind of 


diet to prepare and eat in order to get rid 
of superfluous weight and bulk. 


As I bave said, starvation is not essen-

tial. You can eat all you wish if you 
will take the right articles I may remark 
in passing that the theory that most per- 
sons eat altogether too much is gaining 
ground all the time and many of the dis- 
eases that afflict middle life and age are 
laid at the door of overindulgence in the 
pleasures of the table. You need nog 
tollow the old injunction to rise from the 
table hungry, but at least you need not 
consume more than you want and leave 
the board with a feeling of satiety and

chewing really give more enjoyment to 
the taste than rapid “gobbling” of large 
quantities of any kind of food. We check 
cutrageous greediness in our children, but 
@umetimes I wonder if it would not be a 
good thing for the elders occasionally to 
practice for themselves what they preach 
to their juniors. 

Not only eating too much but partaking 
of the wrong kind of food makes for 
tiesh, Yet there is plenty of variety of an 
attractive kind if one would only take the 
pains to look for it.

“I am almost starver,“ she sald. “I 
can't have things for myself different 
from those I have for the rest of the 
family.

Society must forget the 
comfortable assumption that (to paraphrase) the crim- 
inal we have always with us. His existence in the face 
of facts is a greater reproach to us than it is to him— 
and almost as great a menace. 


Signs are not wanting that society is waking up. : 


There is an advance guard of progress forming. Inno- 


vations are being introduced into various of our educa- 
tional and penal institutions to succeed outworn and 


inefficient methods. And these innovations are for the 
most part more than proving their value. | 
There is the State reformatory of New Jersey at 
Rahway. In 1910 Doctor George L. Orton was ap- 
pointed resident physician and tested the vision of the 
inmates, using eye drops, instead of working without 
drops as had formerly been the custom. He found that 
approximately two-fifths of those inmates who had 
previously been reported as having normal vision, 
needed glasses. Of the total number of boys in this in- 
stitution, 83 per cent were found to need glasses. As a 
result of Dr. Orton's innovation the sick rate of the 
institution fell 56 per cent during the first year of his 
incumbency. That is progress. 

But here, on the contrary, is lack of progress: In 
the De Witt Clinton High School of New York City 
was a class of thirty-seven defectives who had failed in 
every subject. A cursory inspection of the boys’ eyes 
showed that they averaged less than one-half normal 
vision. The American Association for the Conserva- 
tion of Vision tried to obtain $150 to pay two months’ 


salary to a doctor who might fit these boys with 


glasses. They were unable to obtain the money. Does 
it require the gift of prophecy to foretell that many of 
these boys will take the easy path to crime and the 
reformatory and prison? If we multiply that pitiful 
$150 a thousand times we will get a conservative esti- 
mate of what these boys will cost the community be- 
fore they die. 

I have spoken chiefly, so far, of the boy defective 
whose downfall is traceable primarily to eye strain. 
But what of the girl truant? The streets hold more 
temptation and even greater degradation for her. She 
may end in a house of refuge—she may not! 

In the reformatories and refuges such boys and girls 
are taught various trades and handicrafts, all necessi- 
tating the use of the eyes. As it is obvious that the use 


of the eyes without glasses to correct them only in-

Inmates of reformatories and prisons 
should first of all be tried out with the 
Binet test, which determines whether or 
not their mental development is normal 
for their age; they then be thor- 
oughly examined physically. They 
should receive the proper treatment for 
their defects and a thorough course in 
psycho-analysis, a process designed to 
give the patient the right mental angle 
toward health and life and his relations 
with his fellow men the root principle of 
Christian Science and even of so-ca 
faith cures. A system such as the fore- 
going, if generally adopted and carried 
out in our penal institutions, would save 
society more money and more lost citizens 
than any other single scheme I know of. 

Of the specific physical defects crim- 
inals are heir to, eye strain is the most 
prevalent by far. According to Dr. 
George M. Case, the majority of the, bo 
in the reformatory at Elmira, New York, 
have such abnormal eyes that it is im- 
possible for them to do, with any ease or 
expertness, near work; even the making 
of shoes for instance.
